MATHEMATICS

SOCIAL STUDIES 


In slightly less than four hours of class time per 
week, students try to learn as much as they can 
about several thousand years in the history of the 
world, Since. this is impossible, teachers repeatedly 
stress the important dates and incidents when they 
relate stories about the United States and hundreds 
of other countries. 

In the eighth grade, the course is concerned 
primarily with the United States, beginning around 
the time of Columbus’ discovery of North America. 
Pupils learn about historic battles, the United 
States’ relations with other parts of the world, and 
the present government and how it came to be. It is 
also largely concerned with the American citizen 
and his rights in a free country. 

The seventh and ninth grades cover the history 
of the other parts of the world in relation to. the 
United States and North America. These courses 
give information from years of detailed study about 
ancient life and government in places that may or 
may not be existing today. It “se compares these 
places and their history with that of the U.S., and 
this comparison is the basis for many discussions. 
Students do intense research projects out of curi- 
osity and interest, invading the library time and 
again for documentation. The classes also give way 
to debates and discussions pertaining to the influ- 
ences of ancient people and traditions on modern 
society.

The industrial arts program 
covers a broad and searching field 
of American technology and indus- 
try.

Printing and graphic arts cover 
a wide range of areas including 
block printing, silk screening, 
scratch board drawing, and book 
binding. Most of the activity in the 
shop is centered around the letter- 
press printing machine. 

Operations involved in wood- 
working are use of machines and 
hand tools, proper ways of cutting 
and using wood, and other manual 
skills.
